The  following-  list  of  Orchids  comprises  varieties  of  recent  introduction, 
also  those  which,  from  their  rarity,  distinct  or  choice  qualities,  deserve 
the  consideration  of  every  lover  of  this  most  glorious  tribe  of  plants. 

BRIDES  JAPONICUM  (Hooker). 

Japan. 

This  distinct  species  was  originally  introduced  by  Mr.  Linden,  of  Brussels,  as  early 
as  1862,  but  from  some  cause  it  now  holds  its  position  amongst  scarce  plants. 

It  is  a very  dwarf  but  somewhat  rigid  grower.  The  leaves  are  about  7 inches  long, 
and  about  an  inch  in  breadth.  The'  flower  spikes  are  6 inches  long,  and  distantly 
studded  with  flowers.  The  sepals  and  petals  are  nearly  white,  the  lateral  sepals 
being  barred  with  brownish  purple.  The  lip  is  white,  fringed,  and  dotted  towards 
the  margin  with  brownish  purple,  with  a raised  dark  violet  blotch  in  the  centre.  A 
very  pretty  addition  to  this  beautiful  class.

AKHECTOCHILUS  DAWSONIANUS  (Hort.) 

Goodyera  Dawsonii  (Hort.) 

Malayan  Aechipelago. 

This  pretty  novelty  was  found  growing  upon  bare  rocks  on  one  of  the  islands  in  the 
Malayan  Archipelago,  having,  it  is  said,  no  other  support  but  its  own  decayed  foliage. 
It  resembles  somewhat  A.  setaceus,  excepting  that  its  leaves  are  much  larger,  and  of 
a more  glossy  and  shining  appearance.  The  upper  surface  of  the  leaves  is  of  a deep 
“ invisible  green,”  adorned  with  nine  longitudinal  golden  veins,  the  interstices  between 
which  are  figured  with  bright  hieroglyphic-like  tracings.  The  under  surface  is 
purplish. 

To  lovers  of  this  beautiful  yet  sadly  neglected  class  of  Orchidacece,  Anceciochilus 
Bansonianus  will  be  a very  welcome  addition.

ANGR^CUM  SESQUIPEDALE  (Pet.  Thouars). 

JEranthes  sesquipedalis  (Lindloy). 

Madagascar 

This  singular  and  most  beautiful  Orchid  is  of  robust  habit  and  oasily  cultivated. 
The  leaves,  which  are  distichous,  are  of  a deep  green,  oblong  recurved,  and  rather 
wavy  ; flowers  very  large  and  of  ivory  whiteness,  produced  in  spikes,  with  from  three 
to  nine  flowers  on  each  spike  ; the  blooms  are  adorned  with  a long  white  pendent  spur, 
often  from  9 to  12  in.  in  length,  winch  gives  the  plant  a most  unique  appearance.  It 
blooms  freely,  and  lasts  several  weeks  in  flower,  which,  with  its  characteristic  and 
chaste  appearance,  renders  it  indispensable  in  every  good  collection.

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CATTLEYA  DOWIANA  (Hooker). 

Costa  Rica. 

This  fine  species,  which  has  been  named  by  Dr.  Hooker  in  honour  of  Captain  J.  M. 
Dow,  of  the  American  Packet  Service,  in  appreciation  of  that  distinguished  officer’s 
gallant  assistance  to  British  Naturalists,  was  first  introduced  by  the  celebrated 
Warscewicz,  but  the  specimens,  arriving  in  bad  condition,  ultimately  perished.  It  wras 
afterwards  discovered  by  Mr.  Arce,  a naturalist,  while  on  his  search  for  birds,  insects, 
and  plants  for  Mr.  Skinner,  the  well-known  amateur  orchid  grower,  and  Mr.  Salvin. 

Pseudo-bulbs  about  a foot  long,  small  at  the  base,  and  swollen  towards  the  top,  sup- 
porting a broad  thick  leaf,  from  9 inches  to  1 foot  long.  The  flowers  are  large  and 
extremely  beautiful,  the  sepals  and  petals  being  of  a delicate  nankeen  colour*  and  the 
labellum,  which  is  very  large,  and  of  great  substance,  of  a deep  velvety  purple, 
regularly  lined  with  golden  veins  which  radiate  from  the  centre. 

This  is  one  of  the  finest  Cattleyas  yet  introduced  ; and,  as  it  appears  to  be  of  easy 
culture,  cannot  fail  to  become  an  universal  favourite.

CYMBIDIUM  PENDULUM,  var.  ATROPURPUREUM 

(Hooker.) 

Java. 

This  fine  variety,  introduced  by  ourselves  from  Java,  flowered  for  the  first  time  at 
the  Tooting  Nurseries  in  March,  1868. 

The  flowers  are  borne  in  quantities  on  spikes  of  nearly  3 feet  in  length.  The  sepals 
and  petals  are  of  an  intensely  dark  purple,  margined  at  the  tips  with  green.  The 
labellum  is  recurved,  the  lateral  lobes  of  which  are  of  a pale  purple,  the  centre  one 
white,  tinted  with  rose,  and  spotted  with  purple.  Dr.  Hooker,  in  describing  this 
beautiful  novelty  in  the  Botanical  Magazine  for  June,  1868,  Tab.  5,710,  says,  “The 
leaves  were  3 feet  in  length,  and  spikes  of  2h  feet,  presenting  a truly  noble  appear- 
ance, far  surpassing  any  of  the  other  varieties  of  the  same  species  hitherto  discovered.”

CYPRIPEDIUM  LyEVIGATUM  (Bateman). 

Philippines. 

Although  introduced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1865,  this  splendid  and  most 
interesting  species  remains  among  the  rarest  Orchids  at  present  in  cultivation.  It  is 
the  nearest  ally  we  have  to  the  fine  C.  Stoneii,  and,  like  that  variety,  has  glossy  and 
shining  leaves,  but  differing  from  it  in  the  colour  of  the  lip,  as  well  as  in  the  length 
of  the  petals.  Again,  the  dorsal  sepal  of  C.  Icevigatum  is  striped  on  the  inside 
with  crimson,  while  that  of  C.  Stoneii  is  white  within,  and  striped  with  crimson  on 
the  outside.  This  very  curious  and  distinct  species  was  found  growing  on  the  roots  of 
Vanda  Batemanii,  which  had  established  themselves  on  some  rocks  close  by  the  sea 
shore  of  a small  island  of  the  Philippine  group — a fact  which  unmistakeably  points  to 
the  proper  treatment  of  the  plant  as  far  as  temperature  is  concerned.

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DENDROBIUM  BENSONIyE  (Hooker). 

Moulmein. 

/ 

This  exceedingly  pretty  variety  is  a very  welcome  addition  to  the  I).  Pierardii  class. 
It  was  discovered  by  that  persevering  collector,  Colonel  Benson,  and  was,  at  his  own 
suggestion,  named  after  his  wife.  It  is  most  nearly  congeneric  with  D.  nodatum, 
from  which,  however,  it  differs  in  its  flowers  being  much  larger  and  its  petals  broader 
than  in  that  variety.  The  flowers  are  about  2 inches  in  diameter,  the  sepals  and 
petals  pure  white,  round  and  broad,  the  lip  large  and  circular,  adorned  with  a deep 
golden  coloured  disc,  and  two  purple  spots  near  the  base.

DENDROBIUM  FALCONERI  (Hooker). 

Bhotan  and  Assam. 

This  most  beautiful  species  was  discovered  in  the  high  mountain  ranges  of  Assam 
and  Bhotan,  at  an  elevation  of  4,000  feet,  therefore  may  be  classed  as  a “ Cool  House  ” 
Orchid.  And,  as  it  is  of  easy  culture,  should,  from  its  extraordinary  beauty,  be  in 
every  collection. 

The  stems  or  pseudo-bulbs  are  long,  slender,  and  branching.  The  flowers  large,  and 
produced  in  quantities  at  the  joints  of  the  long  leafless  stems.  Sepals  large,  spreading, 
and  somewhat  undulating,  of  a pale  rose  colour,  tipped  with  purple.  Petals  broad, 
white,  tipped  with  purple.  Lip  large  and  cucullate,  of  a rich  orange  yellow,  with  a 
deep  reddish  purple  blotch  at  the  base,  and  tipped  with  purple. 

This  decidedly  ranks  among  the  most  beautiful  of  all  the  Dendrobes.

DENDROBIUM  LASIOGLOSSUM  (Reicbb.  fils). 

Bukmah. 

Professor  Reichenbach  thus  describes  this  novelty  in  Gardeners’  Chronicle,  June  27th, 
1868:— 

“ This  is  a gay  and  pretty  new  Dendrobe,  very  much  like  Dendrobium  Euckerii, 
Lindl.  ...  I have  a few  inches  of  a slender  stem  with  shining,  brownish,  closely 
adhering  sheaths.  There  are  two  or  three  flowers  coming  from  one  common,  very 
short,  peduncle ; they  are  of  a thick  texture,  milk  white,  with  a brownish  apex  to  the 
mentum,  a yellowish  tuft  of  hairs  in  the  middle  of  the  lip,  and  on  the  front  of  the 
column.”

MASDEVALLI A VEITCHIANA  (Reiclib.  fils). 

Cordilleras  of  Peru. 

This  most  splendid  species  was  discovered  among  the  Cordilleras  of  Peru  at  a high 
elevation,  and  may,  therefore,  be  considered  an  addition,  of  the  first  class,  to  that 
useful  section  “ Cool  House  ” Orchids.

these  are  largest  and  most  crowded  when  the  colour  is  deepest.

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SACCOLABIUM  AMPULLACEUM,  var. 
MOULMEINENSE  (Bateman). 

Moulmein. 

This  brilliant  variety  resembles  the  old  S.  ampullaceum  in  growth  and  general  habit, 
but  the  colour  of  its  blooms  is  far  brighter  and  much  more  intense  than  in  the  latter 
variety,  so  much  so  that  it  quite  eclipses  it,  when  placed  side  by  side,  in  bloom.  Mr. 
Bateman,  while  addressing  the  Floral  Committee  assembled  on  the  21st  April,  1868, 
at  Kensington,  said: — “Referring,  then,  to  Saccolalium  ampullaceum,  the  ordinary 
pale  pink  variety  was  considered  fine  until  now  we  had  got  better,  and  I must  confess 
that  the  power  of  Rose  could  go  no  further  than  in  the  fine  Moulmein  variety  shown  by 
Messrs.  William  Rollisson  and  Sons.” — Gardeners’  Chronicle,  April  25th,  1868,  page 
437. 

This  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  Orchids  ever  introduced,  and  will  prove  a 
favourite  for  many  years  to  come.

Vanda  densijiora  (Lindl.  Past.  FI.  G.). 

Rangoon. 

Admirers  of  this  noble  class  of  Orchids  are  indebted  to  the  Bishop  of  Winchester 
for  the  introduction  of  the  above  grand  species,  which  has  been  in  the  collection  at 
Farnham  Castle  for  several  years,  where  it  was  first  flowered  in  this  country.  How- 
ever, from  the  particularly  slow  growth  of  the  specimens,  some  long  time  must  have 
elapsed  before  it  wTere  possible  to  distribute  it  widely  ; but  during  Colonel  Benson’s 
recent  researches  in  Burmah,  he  rediscovered  it  near  Rangoon,  whence  it  was  again 
successfully  imported,  thus  placing  this  splendid  plant  within  the  reach  of  all,  who  are 
desirous  of  enriching  their  collections,  much  sooner  than  could  have  been  hoped. 
The  leaves  are  from  9 inches  to  a foot  long,  broad,  distichous,  and  somewhat  fleshy  in 
texture  ; flowers  very  large,  sepals  and  petals  creamy  white,  the  latter  being  adorned 
with  a few  lilac  spots  ; the  plate  of  the  lip  is  of  a lovely  violet  purple,  the  remainder, 
of  the  same  colour  as  the  sepals  and  petals.  Added  to  the  beauty  of  the  flowers,  they 
are  most  deliciously  fragrant.

To  recommend  extensive  cultivation  of  so  ornamental  and  generally  useful  a class  of  plants  as  Palms 
would,  by  those  who  are  acquainted  with  their  charming  and  valuable  qualities,  be  deemed  almost  super- 
fluous. Yet,  until  quite  recently,  how  reluctant  were  amateurs  generally  to  recognise  their  merits.  So  much 
so,  that  at  no  very  distant  period  they  were  scarcely  to  be  found  in  the  country,  but  in  a very  few 
exceptionally  large  establishments  or  Botanic  gardens,  where  they  were,  no  doubt,  looked  upon  as  curiosities, 
entirely  exclusive  of  the  ordinary  cultivator’s  consideration,  whether  from  an  idea  of  their  ultimate  gigantic 
growth,  or  supposed  inutility  amongst  a collection  of  plants,  would  be  impossible  to  surmise.  At  all  events, 
the  groundlessness  of  the  former  objection  need  scarcely  be  urged,  since  the  most  gigantic  of  the  race  may  be 
cultivated  and  enjoyed  in  a conservatory  of  moderate  dimensions  for  nearly  a lifetime  without  fear  of  their 
outgrowing  their  position.  Equally  fallacious  would, be  the  latter  assumption,  for  there  is  no  genus  of  plants 
yet  discovered  that  can  give  so  rich  and  tropical  an  appearance  to  the  stove  or  conservatory  as  Palms. 

Nor  do  their  good  services  end  here,  their  indispensability  in  house  and  ball-room  decoration  being  patent 
to  all  who  have  witnessed  their  effect ; and  the  grandeur  and  grace  of  many  species  render  them  unrivalled 
as  “table  plants.” 

They  endure  the  vitiated  atmosphere  of  rooms  in  which  gas  is  consumed,  with  more  patience  than  most 
other  plants,  and  require  much  less  attention. 

Their  cultivation  also  is  of  an  extremely  easy  character,  the  matter  of  temperature  being  of  the  first  con- 
sideration. But  as  this  may  readily  bo  arrived  at  within  a few  degrees  by  ascertaining  their  natural  habitat, 
there  can  be  but  little  difficulty  on  that  head.  The  next,  and  apparently  only  other,  point  of  consequence  to 
be  observed,  besides  occasionally  repotting  and  cleaning,  is  that  they  have  a liberal  supply  of  water  at  all 
times,  especially  when  growing,  at  which  period,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  the  spiny  varieties  appear  to 
luxuriate  in  being  kept  in  a state  of  complete  saturation  ; in  fact,  they  seem  to  thrive  better  when  stood  in 
pans  of  water  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  months.  Whether  or  not  these  varieties  inhabit  lower  and 
more  swampy  regions  than  the  smoother  kinds,  it  is  impossible  at  present  to  decide  ; but  it  is  a curious  fact, 
that  they,  as  a rule,  require  a greater  abundance  of  waiter.  However,  notwithstanding  these  little  peculiari- 
ties, the  whole  race  may  be  considered  exceedingly  easy  of  cultivation.  And  taking  into  consideration  their 
numerous  merits  as  decorative  plants,  together  with  the  interesting  details  connected  with  their  charming 
history,  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  these  “ veritable  Princes  of  the  Vegetable  Kingdom  ” will  ere  long 
become  as  popular  among  “ Ornamental-Foliage  Plants,”  as  Camellias  and  Azaleas  will  ever  remain  in  the 
flowering  class.
